Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Regarding applicant's argument that Luke, Macready, and Silverman in combination, fail to teach each and every claim limitation, 
Examiner respectfully disagrees. Examiner notes that the Silverman reference is relied upon for its teaching of the filtering mechanism in 
order to eliminate counterparties in a trading environment. It have been obvious to use the filtering mechanism of Silverman along with 
the rule based matching of Luke because Silverman teaches using both systems in conjunction. However, the fact that Silverman teaches 
a filtering followed by a rule based matching does not preclude the teaching of filtering from being applied after the rule based matching of 
Luke. Furthermore, the order of these operations may be considered a design choice, resulting in the same output. Applicant argues that 
the order presented by the claims of the current invention "lets the user review and filter from among qualifying orders that have already 
been met." However, such a reviewing step is not claimed, and therefore the prior art combination need not be capable of performing this 
function. 
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
